A  MARL  T  FATAL  PISTOL  SHOT. 

A  DBl*NKJ»  QfARBXX.  IN  A  BLOOMFIELD  AVENUE 

HOKSE-CAH  REStXTJNO  IN  FINING  A  BALL 

THBOUOH  A  NEGKO’S  COaT-SLEEVH— E.HCAPE  OF 

THE  CVLFHiT. 

A  shooting  affray  occurred  on  8unday  night 
|aat  ou  the  last  ear  up  from  Newark  of  the 
Bloomfield  avenne  line,  just  aa  it  reached  tha 
Newark  Quarry,  which,  although  no  one  wee 
seriously  butt,  might  have  resulted  fatally. 
Joaeph  Keppler,  Edward  Foster,  John  Mead 
and  a  number  of  other  Bloomflelder*  were  In 
the  car.  Keppler,  it  is  atated,  being  somewhat 
under  the  Influence  of  liquor,  began  an  alterca¬ 
tion  with  Foster,  who  la  a  barber  In  the  employ 
of  Mr.  Gus  Ebriog,  and  pulled  hia  hat  off  sev¬ 
eral  time*.  Foster  retaliated  by  striking  Kcp- 
ptsr  in  the  face  several  times.  John  Mead,  a 
colored  maa  well  known  In  Bloomfield,  Inter¬ 
fered  he  says,  to  stop  Ibe  row,  when  the  barber 
drew  a  pistol  and  said  he  would  shoot  Mead  if 
be  did  not  keep  away,  and,  suiting  the  action 
to  the  word,  fired  at  him  before  he  could  be  dis¬ 
armed.  The  ball  passed  through  the  colored 
man’s  coat-sleeve,  near  the  elbow,  and  flat- 
•oed  Itself  against  the  wood-work  of  the  car.

Elisha  Bllrs,  Jr.,  President  of  tbe  American 
Publishing  Company,  Hartford,  wjto  died  there 
a  few  days  ago,  Was  the  first  publisher  that  gave 
lnno- 


tbica  in  favorable  conripirattoii  to  Mark  T^alu’a  ”  lone 
i:  Arm-  withstanding  (Se  rollicking  Mtlre.jtLe  Iaugl!f  ji 
interest  pfovoking  character,  and  the  obviously  popular 
element  of  the  “.Inuocents,"  Its  author  had  the 
greateit  dlfficRhj  in  getting  It  before  the  public. 
He  bad  gained  considerable  reputation  aa  a  hu¬ 
morist  by  lila  little  volume  containing  tlie 
"Jumping  Frog,"  and  other  sketches,  before 
setting  out  on  MU  tFavels  In  the  ^#micr  Cliff,  and 
after  he  had  returned  and  prepared  hia  copy,  he 
had,  natarully,  vrry  little  doubt  of  Its  prompt 
acceptance.  He  was  doomed  to  Miter  ami  con¬ 
tinued  disappointment.  He  offered  the  manu¬ 
script  lo  ouc  publisher  after  auotber  (n  lltla  city, 
but  not  one  would  take  the  risk  of  pntting  It 
forth  iu  book  fonn.  Then  he  sen!  It  lo  Boston, 
with  the  same  result,  and  finally  to  Philadelphia, 
only  to  be  again  rebuffed.  By  thin  time  he  wm, 
•b  may  be  lulwrcd,  In  no  very  amiable  mood. 
Ho  confessed  that  bla  literary  vanity  had  been 
sorely  wounded,  aud  lie  was  so  dYsatisfled  with 
his  work  that  be  wm  ready  to  throw  it  into  tbe 
fire.  Having  offered  ft  to  the  leading  publishers 
in  three  of  Ike  principal  cities  of  tlie  Union 
to  no  purpose,  It  wm  not  strange  that  he  should 
frcl  troubled  Hbd  burl.  While  lu  this  Irritated, 
qol  (-disgusted  $ioo<1,  he  met  the  Jate  Albert  D. 
Richardson,  to  whom  he  handed  the  manuscript, 
to  see  if  it  was  so  Irredeemably  tied.  Richard¬ 
son  prooouooHd  it  very  clever,  full  of  the  ex¬ 
travagant  drollery  which  the  American  people 
relish,  and  expressed  his  astonishment  that  any 
pablisher  of  Intelligence  and  experience  should 
have  deelinedjt.  “  Yon  cannot  be  any  more 
astonished  than  1  ant,"  remarked  Clemens  dry*. 
These  publishers  have  astonished  m 
conceit  out  of  me  m  a  loqg  siege  iff  sea- 
Rlchard»ou,  who  bad  published  sev-. 
cral  books  tfcrosigb  'the  American  Company, 
said  tbat  he  tras  going  to  Hartford,  that  he 
Would  take  the  manuscript  with  him,  and  that 
fie  wm  sure  tbe  company  would  be  glad  to  take 
ft.
